Soonneh advertising finis because the adver­ 
tiser domes his ideas in wording that is not at all 
consistent with his nature.

His beat friends do not recognize him in his 
advertising garb, while those who do not know him, 
fed instinctively that he is masquerading. 
The secret of a perfect photographic likeness 
is not in an expensive camera, in die up-to-date equip­ 
ment of a gallery, nor yet in the effective ase«f light:

A copy writer must be able to impersonate 
die advertiser’s personality and so express ideas in 
print that they are instandy recognized as a sincere 
message from the head of the business. 
If he can make the reader feel in his “ copy” 
that intangible something that pervades every suc­ 
cessful commercial organization—he can be trusted 
with tee work. If not, the head of the business had 
better prepare his own copy. 
In a word, before sending a message to die 
people, through the columns of the newspaper, see 
if the thought and the wording ring true as the 
natural expression of the advertiser.

Northern Counties Would Then B t«r 
Their Burden of tile State 
Expense

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 30.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— I* or th© purpose of securing 
a rapid settlem ent of northern Wis­ 
consin Assemblyman Frank Hammill 
of Spooner will introduce a bill on 
I uesday asking for an appropriation 
of $50,000 for the state board of im­ 
m igration, 
th at 'the 
scope of the 
work may be increased. He believes 
th at in this manner the hundreds of 
thousands of acres of good tillable 
land in northern Wisconsin can be 
settled Because this land is unoc­ 
cupied southern Wisconsin has to 
bear a larger burden of taxes than 
it would otherwise. If these lands 
were settled the property would be 
w’orth more and northern 'Wisconsin 
would then contribute more to the 
total am ount of taxes collected. 
The bill provides for an increase 
in the salary of the Commissioner of 
immigration, a position now* held by 
A. D. Campbell, from $1,800 to $2,- 
400 annually. It also provides that 
; the board shall hove “not to exceed 
two traveling representatives who 
shall visit localities 
from 
which 
homeseckers and industries are most 
likely to be obtained, such traveling 
representatives to receive a salary 
not to exceed $200 per month and 


necessary expenses and perform ser­ 
vices as -directed by the commission­ 
er of im m igration; one clerk a t a 
salary not to exceed 
$1,200 
per 
year." 
As in the present law the bill to 
be introduced by Mr. Hammill pro­ 
vides for the publication of circular 
and folders advertising the lands and 
opportunities in the northern portion 
of the state. 
"F or the purpose of securing a 
more complete distribution of the 
above mentioned literature, the said 
board of im m igration may cause to 
be inserted in the newspapers, maga­ 
zines and farm papers, appropriate 
advertisem ents, m aintain perm anent 
exhibits in populous centers,” con­ 
cludes the bill, “but the total ex­ 
pense of such advertisem ents shall 
not exceed ten per cent of the total 
funds available for the maintenance 
of said board.”
